Nordstrom, the general contractor 
built the most recent addition to 
the grade school and had built the 
Gavin, Grayslake, and other school 
additions in this area. He will be 
instructed to begin work at once.

Supt. Richard Whitacre said that 
the board is well pleased with the 
result of the bidding an that the 
total is well within the budget.' 
The total construction work will 
approximate - $157,585. Beyond 
that there will be architect, legal, 
and other fees.

Last Quarter 

A new low passed Tuesday eve- 
ning" by officials of the Antioch 
Fire' District now compels all resi- 
dents of the dlatrlct' to get a per- 
mit. from, the Antioch fire chief be- 
fore a grass fire. can be started, 
j In applying for the permit the 
applicant must state the number of, 
watchers he ' will . have; describe 
the location and^ whether it - is a 
hazard -to other property, 'and final- 
ly guarantee to pay damages to,' 
other property consumed and the 
cost of the fire call if the fire gets 
out ' of control. 

The fire chief may then give the 
permit for a. specified j time, 

Failure to obey the law may lead 
toa fine, up to $50. 

The district decided to pass the 
ordinance after grass fires made 
up the 'bulk of the expense of fire 
calls which totaled $1,100 during 
the three" months ending May 1. 

'Edwards C. Jacobs, attorney for 
the fire district, who drew up the 
ordinance on instruction, of' the 
board, said that the new law does 
not apply to the burning of trash, 
' The bill for fire department ser- 
vices was one of the largest in the 
history of the district. The amount 
was appropriated.

Today the railroads pay much more for wages, taxes, 
and goods and services of all kinds than they paid 
before the last world waxy. But 'the average revenue 
they receive for hauling a j ton-mile of freight Is less 
in relation to other priced arfdto"taxes, than it was 
before that war. 

The point is, that despite the huge dollar cost 
of expanding and improving basic enterprise, prog 
ress is a long-term bargain for all concerned, par 
ticularly the customer.

In o Nutshell 

Fulton Lewis, Jr., devoted one of his recent 
columns to some of the financial aspects of socialized 
business, using the Tennessee Valley Authority as an 
example. If you're a taxpayer, you should be in 
terested in his conclusion: 

"For the years 1948 through 1962 private electric 
companies would have paid in taxes approximately 
$118,781,000 on the business done by TVA and its 
distributing municipalities and cooperatives. TVA, 
instead, paid $20,722,775 in Iteu of taxes during the 
same period."

End* of 6 Co-op 

The Mercury, of Medford. Massachusetts, re- 
cently devoted an editorial to the closing of a co- 
operative food store, It pointed out that many peo- 
ple joined the co-op and paid dues, in the belief 
that the venture would be successful and profitable 
to the membership. 

Even so, it failed. One reason for the failure 
was defalcation by a former manager. But there 
were other and more basic reasons. In the Mer- 
cury's words, "The project had not been doing too 
well, interest in it was lagging; and the advent of 
super-markets with their great varieties of food 
stuffs and competing prices served to dampen any 
rush of budget-conscious housewives to the relative- 
ly tiny and ill-stocked shop on Boston avenue." 



Some co-op stores are doing well. But, as a 
general rule, modern mass-merchandising, as prac- 
ticed both by the chains and progressive independ- 
ents in all lines of retail trade, has changed the pic- 
ture tremendously. Competition forces theao mer- 
chants to give the best value possible for each dollar 
spent with them. 

* * * . 

Dividing the Customer's Dollar 

Who gets the most out of each dollar that 
customers spend with American business? 

The answer varies -substantially from business 
to business, of course. But it Is commonplace to- 
day for typical enterprise, and especially the larger 
enterprises, to pay more money to government In 
taxes than to any other group or agency. 

Last year's financial experience of a leading 
oil company la very much to the point. Here Is 
what happened; 

Its employees received 14% cents out of each 
customer's dollar. And they were well paid Indeed 
—the average was $5,810 per employee. 

Profits came to 8V4 cents of each customer's 
dollar. But only 3tt cents was paid out to the share- 
owners. The remalndcrr, 4% cents was plowed back 
into the business to help pay for expansion and re- 
placement of worn-out equipment. 

Federal, state and local tax collectors got 1814 
cents out of- every dollar customers spent, for" the 
products of this company. In short, government re- 
ceived more than five times as much as the owners 
of" the business— and one-quarter more than the 
employees. 

Many other companies report similar "exper- 
ience. Vote-seeking politicians often use attacks on 
business as their stock, in trade. - But it's the -tax 
dollars of such businesses as this oil company' that 
pay a large part of the huge costs of government.

THE SETTING OF GRASS F1RKS 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE FIRST FIRE 
PROTECTION DISTRICT OF AN- 
TIOCH TOWNSHIP, LAKE COUN* 
TY, ILLINOIS: 

Section 1: That hereafter It shall 
be unlawful, lor any person to 
start or cause to be started, or 
knowingly permit to be parted or 
sel on any premises w thin the 
First Fire Protection District of 
Antioch Township any fire, com- 
monly called a grass fire, for the 
purpose of burning grass, weeds, 
leaves or other combustible ma- 
terial, without first "boning a 
permit therefor from the Chief or 
the Antioch Fire Department. 

Section 2: Any person desiring 
to set such a fire shall make J 
written application for such permit 
addressed to the P^ident and 
Board of Trustees of the First Fire 
Protection District of An«<*J. 
Township, which application for 
permit shall state the local on 
which such fire is to be set, the 
approximate size of the area to be 
burned over, and the number of 
persons who will be in charge of 
said proposed fire to guard against 
its getting out of control. Such 
application shall further state that 
the applicant will be responsible 
for and assume all costs and dam- 
ages that may result from the set- 
ting of such fire, including the 
costs to the First Fire Protection 
District of Antioch Township of 
the operation of its fire department 
in case such fire department shall 
be called to extinguish such me, 
or any fire resulting therefrom. 

Section 3: Upon the filing with 
the Fire Chief of such application 
and complying with the require- 
ments therein before described, 
said Fire Chief shall, without cost 
to the applicant, issue a permit 
pursuant to such application, which 
permit however shall be good only 
for the day on which it is issued, 
and provided, that no permit shall 
be issued on such application on 
any day when the weather is windy 
or stormy, making the setting of 
such fire hazardous. 

Section 4: Nothing in this or-, 
dinonce shall interfere with burn- 
ing of leaves or other rubbish by 
the owner or occupant of the prem- 
ises on which same are burned it 
such leaves or rubbish have been 
raked and piled and the fire is be- 
ing attended in compliance with 
the provisions of any other ordin- 
ance.
